give him a Defcription of this Cathedral \ except an incohe-- 
rent Relation told by fome poor old Men y who attend to fioew 
Strangers the Way to the great Bell. 

Greatly dijfatisfied at not gaining a better Account offo 
Venerable an Antique y he fat about fear ching in thofe Authors 
who had treated on this Subject: which together with fever al 
Manufcripts abfiraSied from the Cotton and Hatton Libra^ 
ries, (lent him for his InfpeSlionJ he received the Pleafure to 
gratify his Curiofity : viz. in the Foundationy Finijhingy 
and Beautifying of this Churchy and it's Bi/hopSy from Re^ 
migius thefirfi Bi/hop of Lincoln ; how long each prefided 
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wer tbis^ See, in what Eang^s Reign they lived j and what 
remarkable Occurrence happened during their Prejidence ; 
what Enrichments any of them gave to their Church ; Of 
what Part they lie interred^ and what Monuments were 
ereStedto their Memory , or arejiill extant. 

Alfo the Founders ofthefeveral Chapels <?r Chantries ; 
and which are the moft remarkable Toombs or Graves, in Aff^ 
mory of Numbers of the Nobility and Gentry buried in this 
Catbedrat'y with many other valuable Anecdqtes. 

Having thus diverted himfelf with a minute InJ^eSiion 
into this Venerable Pile, has committed it to print, for the 
Entertainment of the curious % and flatters himfelf this little 
Pamphlet will not prove ufekfs.

At the Birth of pur Saviour, the Britons like ^ 
the reft of the World (the Jews only excepted) were 
grofs Idolaters } and worfhiped as many and extrava- 
jg;^t Deities as the Egyptians themfelves. Their Druids 
having never committed any of their Myfteries to Wri- 
ting, very little is known as to their Ceremonies and 
Manner of Worfhip, except their facrificing to Idols. 
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Authors have differed fo much, that it is difficult t® 
afcertain at what Time the Gofpel was firft preached in 
Britain. 

After the Martyrdom of St. Stephen, the Apoftles 
were difperfed throughout the World : antient Authors 
* fay St. Philip fent over twelve Difciples, with Jofeph 
of Arimathea at their Head, to propagate the Gofpel in 
Britain, foon after the Death of our Lord ; and that 
the Angel Gabriel commanded them from God, to build 
a Church at Glaftenbury ; which they did in the Reign 
of Arviragus aBritifh King, about the Year 63. 

Others have been of Opinion this Church was built 
in the Life Time pf our Saviour, § and was by Chrift 
himfelf dedicated to the Virgin Mary ; however, this 
Church from undoubted AlTertions was finifhed towards 
the Year 63. 

More modern Authors fqppofe the Gofpel to be firft ' 
preached in Britain by St. Paul, and his Followers ; he 
himfelf afcertaining his Intention of yifiting Spain ; and 
it is not unlikely but his Defire to convert the Britons 
might induce him to vifit the Britifh Ifles. Eufebius re- 
lating the Danger the Apoftles expos'd themfelves to in 

propagating the Gofpel of Chrift, mentions their being • 
in Britain; and Venutius Fortunatus, || fpeaks of St* 

•aul being in Britain ; Therefore there is no Dpubt

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but the Gofpel was preached in Britain foon after thd 
Death of our Saviour, and moft probably by St. Paul. 

Lucius, a Britifh King was converted to Chriftiani- 
ty at his own Defire ; and fent Ambafladoi-i to Pope 
Eleuthefius, the twelfth Bifhop of Rome; viz. Elwari 
and Medwin, whom Eleutherius baptized, and cpnfe- 
crated them Bifhops in their own Country. Returning 
to Britain they baptized and converted the King,' under 
whom the. Gofpel flourifhed exceedingly. 

During the Reign of the Emperors Dioclefianus and 
Maximinian, the Chriftians were greatly perfecuted; 
and the firft Martyr that fell for his Religion, was St. 
Alban, at Verulum, now called St. Alban*s. 

Some Time after this, Conftantiniis Chlorus, a Gover- 
nor of Britain, greatly favouring the Ghriftians, endea- 
voured to hinder their Perfecution, yet it was not in his 
Power to lay afide the Edidt of the Emperor ; but as 
foon as he hirnfelf fiicceeded to the Empire, he put a 
final Stop to it. 

Const ANTiNE his Sdn went farther, and under this 
Emperoi* of Rome, the Chriftian Religion flourifhed 
once more, but chiefly in Britain. 

After this happy Change, the Chriftians multiplied 
very much ; and the Ifland abounded in Churches. 
Some affirm * there were three Britifli fiifhops at the 
Council of Aries, in 3 14. 

During the many Years War with the Roiiians Pifta 
and Scots, little mention is made of the Britifh Church 
till the Arrival of the Saxons ; and they being all Pa- 
gans, the Chriftians loofed Ground,

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^ut after the Heptarchy hid taken Plac^, many Natl- 
6riS began to favour Chriftiaiiity i and the firft we read 
of, is the Kingdom of Kent^ which was tdhvcrted by 
Auftin, a Bencdidtine Monk in the Year ^^y. Nor- 
thumberland followed next, and was converted by Pau- 
linus, who received the Pall from the Bifhop of Rome,' 
in 626* 

Weftfex, Was the next Kingdom converted, in the 
Year 636, by Birinus, in the Joint Reign of thofe two' 
Brothers, Qgicelm and Cinigifil; who altho' they had 
obtained a fignal Vidory over the Britains, neverthelefsr 
turned Chriftians. In the Reign of thefe two Brothers/ 
Birinus, a Romifh Prieft, hearing there were (till feve- 
rd Nations in Britain uncfonvdf ted, alked Leave of Pope 
Hohorius, to go thither and undertake their Converfion. 
Bitinus arriving in Britain in 634, converted and bapti- 
zed thefe two Kings, * and was made Biftiop df that 
Province in 635. In 637 he built a Church at Dor- 
chefter, and there fixed his Epifcopal See, and died^ 
Bifhop* of Dorchefter, on t)ecem. 3d. 65a. and was- 
there buried. At his Death, • 

AciLBEkT fucceeded td his* See; and in the Year 
660, this See was divided in tviro Parts, :J and Winchef- 
ter made the Seat; he dilliking this, v^rent to France, 
and became Bifhop of Paris.

Haying prepared 
every Thing in Order for it's C6nfecration, unluck- 
ily died twa.Days before it's Celebration'; and w^s bu- 
ried in the upper North Tranfept, May 15th. 1 092.

Conqueror, building Battle Abbey in England, and 
that of Caen in Normandy. He was exceedingly reli- 
gious, received the Sacrament every Sunday, and for 
three Months in the Year fed daily, one Thoufand poor 
Perfons, and cloathed thofe who w^re blind or lame. 
He prefided over the See of Dorchefter 1 8 Years, and 
.over that of Lincoln only four. Some of his Succeflbrs 
ereded a Monument to his Memory, on the North fide 
of the high Altar, near to where his Body was interred:

Robert 
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RoBEHi; oBj^oET, who had been Chaplain ,tp King 
William the J Conqueror',, and now GhanceWor to .Willi- 
am RiifaSt Succeeded R^migiug in 1092; ai)d 4^dicated 
his Chur<:h to the Blefled Virgin Mary. He bpftowcd 
very much, op the finishing erf it ; ad4ed twenty one 
more Prebends, and greatly enriched it with Orna- 
ments, ^and Croffes ofSilyer; .He died on the twelfth of 
January U^3> as he was attending «King Henry the ift. 
at Woodftock. His Biowels were interred at Eynfham 
in Oxon, and his Body conveyed to Linqoln : where it 
was buried in his Cathedral, near to his Predeceffor 
Biihop Remigius ; and a like Monunient was ereded 
to his Memory near the Altar. , He prefidcd over this 
See thirty one Years. 

Alexander, a Norman, was confecrated Bifliop of 
Lincoln; July 22d. 11 2.3,. in . the twenty third Year of 
King Henry the firft. * In 1 1 24 his Cathedral fufFered 
greatly by Fire ; which he rebuilt and arched it over 
with Stone, to prevent tHe like Accidenj. He increa- 
fed the Number of Prebends, purchafed feveral Ma- 
nors, and built feveral Caftles on the Eflates belonging 
to his See. He adorned his Church fo as to make it the 
moil beautiful of it's Time ; and was fo generous that 
he was^ called Alexander the Benevolent. He died on 
July the 20th. 1 147, in the the twelfth Year of King 
Stephen ; having been Bifhop of Lincoln twenty-four 
Years ; and was buried clofe to his Predeceflbrs, in th^ 
upper North ' Tranfept of his Cathedral. . /

vets, dddfet round with Wax Tapers : faying, * it was 
fhtfmeful to fee God*s Houfe profaned by'the 'f omb of 
fuch a Woman ; ripr would he fuffer it to ftand in fq 
hallowed a Place. He paid to Pope Hon^drius, iii*a. 
Thoufand Marks for Contempt of his Edicts; . This 
Prelate enlarged his Cathedral, built an Addition to the 
Eaft End, and thit once beautiful Piece of Architecture 
the Chapter Hbufe, with Pillars of rare Workmanfhip. 
He added two more Prebends to his Church, and 
laid out a large Sum in beautifying the Palace; recover- 
ed feveral loft- Lands, and bought off the King's Tri- 
bute of near two Hundred Years ftanding, for one 
Thouland Marks. He filled his Church with the moft 
religious Clerks he could find in the Kingdom, and was 
himfelf their Pattern, for Piety Virtue and Charity. 
He died in London Novem. 17th. 1200, having lived 
an exemplary Life, and prefided over the See of Lincoln 
fourteen YeatSf he died in the fecond Year of the Reign 
of King John. - ^ 

His Body was removed to Lincoln, at the Time $ 
King John of England; and King William of Scotland 
were in that. City ; and thofc two Monarchs § not only 
attended his Funeral but abfplutely affifted to bcarliis 
Corps to it's Grave, He wj^s buried in his Church be- 
hind the high Altar, and a Magnificent Shrine w^s erpfted

William de Bleys, (fo called by Iaelan4)^or^ra*- 
ther de Blois, a Province in France,. ashe was a FrQech'- 
man, fucceeded Bifliop St. Hugh, find was coftfecrated 
Bifhop of Lincoln Anno 1204, the See ;being vacant two 
Years, on Account of the Difputc betwieea John and 
the Canons of this Church, concerning the Right of 
teleilion. He died tv<ro Years afterwards and was buried 
in the upper North Tranfept. 

Hugh de Wells, the Chancellor of Etjgland, fuc- 
ceeded, and was confecrated, 1209; the See having been 
vacant three Years. This Prelate obtaining Leave of 
King John to be confecrated by the Archbifhop of 
Roan, feemingly fat off for that Place ; but inftead of 
going into Normandy,, went direAly to Rome, and was 
confecrated by Cardinal Langton. This greatly anger- 
ed John ; but the Bifhop was not in the leaft concern- 
ed about the Matter ; plainly perceiving that the King 
himfelf being cxcomunicated by the Pope, muft fooner 
or later fubmit to the Power of Rome ; fo that by difo- 
beying Innocent the third, vvho then fat in the Papal 
Chair, he would have ran the Risk of his Holinefs^s 
Difpleafure, and loofing his Bifhoprick. He died De- 
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comber ^Stli. 1 2^:4> in the- dghteenth Year of Kih^ 
Henxy 1 1 1 ^ and was butied ifi the^ Ekftern jfn'rV of hi'd 
Cathedral, liavingpfelided\>yefthis See 25 Ye^ra. 

Robert Grosthe ad, -Ac <2hartcelfor of Oxford,

He was a Zealous Protcftant, and toeethcr with Harlev 
Bi(hop of Hereford wai IhruftWt ojf tnc Hpufc oif Lprd'a 
forrefufing to fay or kneel at Mafs. He was foon allfer 
deprived' of his See by Queen Mary ; and retired to the 
HoufeofSir John Smith at Ancerwike in Bucks^ anci 
died foon after. 

John White-, a Prebendary of Wincheftcr, Suc- 
ceeded May 25th. 155^5, by Appointment of the Queeni 
and in 1556/ was tranflated to Winchefler, He was a 
rigid Papift, anda great Perfecutor of the Proteftaiits. 

Thomas Watson, a Dean of Durham,, was cbnie- 
crated JBifliop of Lincoln Anno 1557, by Papal Provifi^ 
on of Pope Paultts the fourth ; he brought back a great 
deal of the rich Furniture his Church had been ftript of 
during fh^ Reigni of King Henry, and his Son Edward 
VI .

It will not be.amifs in the Speftator to 
indulge his Eye with the Variety of richnefs in the 
Workmanfliip of this Front./ To inform him of the 
Builders is the next Point. 

' R&MiGius, the firft Founder of this Church, lived: 
only to fee this Building carried on four Years ; and 
tho' it might be ready for Corifecration.when he died,- . 
yet it is not to be fuppofed it \vas in four Years, built 
with any Degree of richnefs i nor was the Foundation 
nearlyof the prefent Magnitude. 

The plainncfs with which it was iirft carried on, is oh- 
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fervable from that flat Part of the Weft Front, arched 
into three long Windows*. Bifliop Blobt the Succeffor of 
Remigius, beftowed ,much in finifhing what Remiglus 
had only began. In the firft Year of his SucceiTor, 
Biihop Alexander, this Church fufFered by Fire, and

Alexander, not only rebuilt his Churchy bat vaulted 
it all over with Stoncj^ . to prevent the; U^fit Apcidctit ; 
enlarged, and enriched it: encrc^fed ^the Number of 
Prebendaries, and gave hinifelf up entirely tg the em- 
bcllifhing of his Cathedral; this Bi(hop froq^hisLib^ra- 
lity gained the Name of Alexander the benevolent, bar 
ving made fei? Church ;he moil beautiful of it's Tin^c 
in Englan:4^ .' y . ^ 

The North Side is pidurefque, from whiph ^ ele- 
gant Drawing was fome Years ago taken bygone Baker, 
and is ft ill to be' had; On this Side the rH'ejgth of the 
Lady or Rood Tower, . is more eafily ohfc;rved ; being 
two Hundred and eighty eight Feet at prefent : and 
three Hundred and eighty eight Feet, when it bore it's 
noble tall Spire, which fell down in the firft Year of the 
Prefidencc of Biftiop Holbech over this See, in the 
Reign of Edward the 6th. Anno 1547. Before that 
Accident happened, this was reputed the higheft Spire 
in this Kingdom ; in this Tower hang fix Bells, ufed 
for the ringing in to Prayers. 

The Chapter Houfe, a fine Struiflure, built by Bifli- 
op St. Hugh, is met with in this Walk; but is more

^fl^incoln, and dedicated to St. Andrew; that next 
the South Wall was founded by Canon. Tailboy's Fa- 
jnily, .aji4 dedicated to St. Giles.

Proceeding through this Ifle you turn into the upper

On the Weft Side of the great South Door, is a 
Chantry built by. Bifhop Longland, with ai? A|tar 
Tomb, under an Arch of curious Workmanfliip, with 
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Jiis Arms bla^ncd thereon. This Chapel was dcfi^etf* 
by the Bifhop for the Place of his Iritermene, but 
he dying at the Palace of Wooburn was buried in the 
Chapel of Eaton College. After his Death this Chapel 
was dedicated to St. Katherine; Oyer it is a painte* 
Window, with the Names of the feveral Chancellors of 
this Church wrote thereon , this was done at the Ex- 
pence of Chancellor Reynolds. 

On the Eaft Side of the South Dooris another Chantiy, 
built by Biftiop Rufiell, and nroft curioufly ornamented 
in Stone. ' Underneath a raifed Altar Tomb, beneath a 
rich Canopy, the Bifhop lies interred; this Ghapel 
was dedicated to St Blafe. Paffing the South Door, 
ftraight on, under the lefler Eaft Window, was a fmall 
Chantry, founded by Nicholas Lord Cantclupe, and 
dedicated to St. Nicholas. In this Chantry on the 
North Side are two large raifed Altar Tombs, under a 
lofty and magnificent Canopy of rich Stone Work, with 
the Effigy of a Man in a Stircoat of Mail on the one, 
this for Lord Cantelupe ; the other Effigy, a Canon in 
his Robes, thiyfor Canon Wymbifli. 

On the Ground beneath the Monument of Lord Can- 
telupe, is a Grave Stone for Lady Joiii Cantelupe. 

Underneath the great Eaft Window, was formerly a 
Chantry founded by King Edward the jfecond, aod de-

are interred Bifhop Grey and Dean Cole; before them

In St. Katheriffc or Burgherfli'sr Chapel, are the Grave 
Stones of Lord Dunmore, Archdeacon Hewfon and 
Lady, Lord Deloraine and Lady. 

in the Front of this Chapel are the Graves of Lady 
Katherine Knollis,. Gervafe Scroop Efq; and Fanaily, 
and Thomas Dymock Efq. 

In Front, under the great Eaft Window, are the

In St, Nicholas or Cantelupc Chapel, are the Graves

On a Millar fomewhat Eaft of the. South Door, is a 
Marble Table, to the Memory of Mary, Daughter 
of George Fitzwilliams Efq ; aad on an oppofite Pil- 
lar is another Marble Table to the Memory of Mrs* 
Mary Curven, and on the North Side of the fame Pillar 
a Monument for Thomas Rand Efq^; over which is a 
Marble Table for Henry Beft aPreb-ofthis Church. 

Weft ward of the upper North Door, is a praveftone 
of Grey Marble, for John Ellis, a faithful Servant to 
Bifliop Fleming. 

Turning into the upper NortTi Tranfept is a finall 
Chantry founded by Canon William Thornaco, and de- 
dicated to St. Hugh ; Nex^ to it and clofe td the Cloy- 
Her Door, is a large ChapcJ, founded by Canons Simon 
Barton^ William Gare, and William Thornton, dedi- 
cated to St* John the Baptift. ^ 

In this Tranfept are interred the Bodies of Bifhop 
Remigius, Bifhop Bloet, Bifhop Alexander, Bifliop 
Chefneto, Bifliop Bleys, Bifliop le Beck, & Bifliop le 
Beck. 2d. In this Tranfept was once a fumptuous Mona- . 
men t for Lady Lucy Wraf. On the Weft Wall of this 
Tranfept are the Effigies of four Bifliops painted as large 
as Life, viz. Bifliop Bloet, Alexander, Chefneto, and 
William de Bleys. 

Going into the Choir, and turning toward the left* ^ 
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two ralfed Altar Tombs, under rich Stone Arches; thefe 
are m Memory of Remigius and.Bifhop Bloet, the 
Founder and Dedicator of this Cathedral : but they 
were interred in the upper North Tranfept behind thefe 
Monuments. On Bifhop Remigius's Tomb, is a mor 
dern Epitaph written by JBifliop Fuller, Anno 1672.

Nor fliould a lefs noble one be afcribed ,to his Memory. 

The Altar is a modern Buildingi neat, and well exr 
ecuted. On the South Side are two rich Altar Tombs 
under a large Canopy of curious Workmanflxip ; thefe 
for Lady Katherine Swinford, Wife to Prince. Henry 
Duke of Lancafter; the other for the Countcls of 
\V^eftmorland her Daughter.^ 

Defcending from the Altar, you walk down the Choir* 
On the South Side facing the Altar, . fit the Dean- arid 
Subdean, with the Archdeacon of Leiqefter, Archdeacoa 
of Stavv> PrcbeaJary Clifton, and Sutton, in Marefco, 
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On the North Side, fit the l^reccntor, with the Arch- 
deacon of Lincoln,' Huntingdon, Buckiaghaai> ^^d**^ 
ford, and the Prebendary of MiltOD Manor. In t|ic Center 
pf the Choir on th^ South Side, is the EpifccpaJl Xhrbnej

The, Number of Refidentiarie^ are only four ; viz, 
the Dean, Pre^entof,. 'Chancellor, andSubdean. - 

, Going out of the Choir through the Weft Door^* 
you turn intp the great North Trapfept leading lio tb^ 
Deanaiy, in which are three Chantries;* the firft found- 
ed by Bifiiop ]Suckingham,^ and dedicated to St* Janoes- 
the Apoftlc^ TThe middle moft founded, by, C^non Ri- 
chard Siittdn and 'William Woolveys, and dedicated to 
iSt. Dennis. The other fpimded by Thomas Fitzwilli- 
a'ms, and dedicated to St. Nicholas; in this Chantry 
are interred the Bodies of Sir William Ellis and Jiis La- 
dy, the Daughter of Sir Edmimd Thorold. . 

Proceeding down the 'North Ifle is a raifed Altai? 
T<imb of Grey^Marblfe, Ibr William Skelton a Treafuf- 
rer of this Church. In the North Corner of the Weft 
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Trent is a large Chapel, founded by BUhop Gyncwell, 
^d /kdicnted tQ St. Maty Magikl^v ' thift'Kiltapel i^ 
«0w uted foe Morning Prayers* 

In the middle Ifle near the great" Weft Doors arc 
tjie Gravcftftncs of Judge Mdnibri aid 'Biifhbp^ Stilith^ 
At theii! Feet lie Bifliop ^Atwater, Bifliop Alhwiek^ 
Peaa Gooftahfet Sir Edmuiui ¥»^orough and Lady^ 
Chancellor Reynolds and Fm£tf^ John de Morton 
Efq 1 Leonard Say^ Efq j i&c- A little NortiiWard 
of Bifbop Atwater, and n^ar Ito the Cha|>ef Whicti he 
had founded^ Mes Bifhop Oynewelly and in ' ar Comer 
near thp above Chapel iieiPreeentet Tilimnd, a i;reat 
Bdnef^d^oif to thii Chuirch.

Having now; take^i a Vie,w of this Church in it's pre* 
ftnt State, \ ^n^ having mentioned the mo^ remarkable 
Tombs, it was anciently enriched wi^th, this Pamphlet 
will clofc with, the Allowing Ai^m^dvcrfioas* 

» Before the Reformation took Place, this Cathedral 
vras ifndoirf)tedly the fiheft and ricHeft in the whole 
Kingdoili, and the Number and Splendor of it's Tomba 
a}<iu>ft incredible. 6iftep Alexander rebuilt it witht 
great Magnificence y and the improvements it TeceiveJ 
from Bifhop ChefnetOy Bifhop, St. Hugh, Bifhop Gyn^ 
cwell, Bifhop Alnwick, and a great Number of it's 
Deans; Pfeceiitors, ' Chanccllorsji Treafurcrs. Canonsj 
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imd even the Laity of this great Diocefe, infomuch that 
the Treofures amazed in this Church ware the moft 
coafiderable perhaps in Europe. 

. In the Reign of King Henry the eighth Anno 1540, 
and in. the nineteenth Year of the Prcfidence of Bifhop 
XiOrigtiandover this See; * by the King's Orders there was 
carried frcMB this Church into his Coffers^ nolefsthan two 
Thouiand Six Hundred, and twenty one Ounces of pure 
Goldy and four Thou&nd two Hundred and eighty five 
Ounces of Silver ; befides an anwzing Quantity of Dia- 
monds^ Pearls, Sapphires, Rubies, Turquoife's, Car-> 
llwncles, and thofe two Shrines, one of pure Gold, cal- 
led St. Hughes, the other of Silver, called Biihop St. 
John of D'alderby. 

A (ecoiid Plunder was committed in this Church An-- 
ho 1548, during the. Prefidence of BifhopHolbech, who 
heing a zealous Reformift, gave up all the remaining 
Treafure which Henry had thought proper to leave be-» 
bind ; this Bifhop together with George Henage Dean 
Df Lincoln, pulled down and defaced moft of the beau- 
tiful Toqjbs in this Church; and broke all the Figures 
)f the Saints round about this Building ; and pulled 
^wn thofe our Saviour, the Virgin, ^nd the Crucifix; 
b that at the End of the Year 1548, there wasTcarcely 
; whole Figure or Tomb remaining.. 

, Biftiop Taylor, Anno 1552, was u. great Enemy to 
\Q Relics in thi? Church, and being a Puritan 

Monafiicon. 
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and a Refortnift gave way to the Fury of his Predecef- 

fors. 

Bi(hop Bullingham was alfo a great Dilapidator of tleb 
Church, Anno 1560, in the &cond Year of Qjieea. 

Elizabeth* 

Biihop Wihuitf had little Enjoyment of his Honor 
in prefiding over this See; for in the Year 1645, be- 
ing in the fourth Year of his Prefidence, and the twen- 
tieth Year of the Reigtj of King Charies thefirft, be 
had the Mortification to fee all the Brafs Work of the 
Graveftones pulled up, the rich Brafs dates to. the Choir 
and divers of the Chantries pulled down, and every re- 
maining Beauty defaced ; . and his Church made Bar- 
racks for the pi:evailing Parties in that unhappy Reign, 
and his Epifcopal Palace totally deftroyed, both at Lin- 
. coin and Buckden. 

FVom that Time this Cathedral has bom the melan- 
choly Indication of it'^ former Grandeur, 

During the Prefidence of Bifliop Thomas, Ind to- 
wards the firft of the prefent Bifliop Dr. Green, over 
this See, this Church was repaired and modernized ia 
the State which it is this Day fcen* Alfo, during the 
Prefidence of Bifliop Thomas, he fet on Foot the ap- 
propriating the tenth of the Fines arifing fjom the re- 
newal of the^eafes of their refpedtive Eftates, as a Fund 
for the continual Repair of this Church, himfelf fetting 
the Laudable Example. *
